CLEVELAND'S INAUGURATION,

Most Brilllant nao Magoificent Adalr

Special to the Sentinel.

Wasuisuron, Mareh 4.—I1f Presideot
Cleveland’s’ administration is as brilliantly
successful as his inauguration has been, it
will be beyond the pale of criticiam. To-day
was the most dehghtiul of the year. It
dawned warm, bright and beauntiful, and re-
mainedso. Everything barmonized. There
was not the slightest jar in any of the pro-
ceedings, notwithstanding the crowd [far
exceeded the expeciations of the most san-
guine., The lowest estimate of the number
of strangers here is 150,000, while many say
tehre istwice that number, Inevery respect
the inanguration has. exceeded the ceremo-
nies and demonstations atttending apon
that of any other President. Cleveland’s
mannper of delivering his address captured
every one, He weas heartily congratualatsd
upon it by Arthar. He spoke wholly from
memory, having nothing else to recar to or
follow. His policy as outlined in the inau-
gural gives universal satisfaction, It will
be vigorously American, but never agressive
to the extent ¢f inviting strife, and it is
believed it will immedialely restore public
confidence and revive business interests,
which have so greatly suffered under a seli-
ish, corrapt Hepublican administration,
Vies President Hendricks oceupied a seat on
the platform near Qleveland, and was re-
ceived everywhere with great cordiality and
unlimited enthusissm.

The fireworks and ball to-night are in per-

The stand on which the Presideat way to
deliver his insugural address was erected al-
most on a level with Lthe floors of the Sanate
snd House, and directly in tront of the mid-
dle entrance to the Oapitol, It is about ona
hundred feet square, the largest aver befire
ereoted for an inauguration, and cyvered by
two thousand chairs.

These were occnpied by Senalors, membars
of the Diplomatic Corps, Judges of the Sa-
preme Court, members of the House of Rep-
resentatives and press reporters

Before the President left the Senate Char -
ber the crowd in front of the stand had i .-
creased till it became one solid mass of hu-
manity for nearly four hundred feet in fron!
of the stand and more than one thoasand
feet on either side.

The crowd continued less solidly in the
rear of this multidude. The trees in the
great lawn were filled, and the roofs of the
surrcunding dwellings were covered. Oa the
roof of the Capitol some two or thrae han-
dred men and boys had congregated.

In the approaching avenues and streels
the military companies and society orzaniz-
utions were masted in columns, forming a
brilliant vista as far as the eve conld reach.

On the elevated stands enterprising pho
tographers Liad placed their instruments, to
perpetuate in photographic designs the as
sembly on the stand, and the sea of faces and
pats that moved continually, like the waves
of ocean. This immense throng was vari
onsly estimated s= to numbers, President
Artuur subsequently said it was simply im
mense—ihe greatest crowd he ever saw. Ben-
ator Hawley, as Le looked a* it, said that it
pumbered about 150,000 people,

While waiting for the arrival of the Presi-
dexnt elect rome on2 wonld cocasionally ven-
ture to the {ront of the platform. His pres-
erce was the signal for repeated cheers
Precigsly at 12:30 the head of tha processon
sppeared, coming out of the main east door
of the Capitol. President Arthur stepped to
the front of the platlorm, tollowed oy the
President elect, Chief Justice Waite and the
Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senata. All uncov
ered &s tney stood facing the crowd, anod the
vast atemblage cheered again and azain fox
gseveral! minutes When the peracns who
were 10 assist at the ceremonies wera sastec
on the platformm the President elect began
his insugural address,

He was clad in full suit ot black, a Princs
Albert coat, with high, old fashioned staad
ing collar and black tie. In speaking he
heid his left band closed bahind him, and
emphasized his speech by gestares with his
right band He spoke without manuscript,
but occasionaliv consulted some small pre
pared notes. His voice was clear and reso-
pant, and he slowly enunciated his words
and occasionally turned abont at the panses
as if to note the effeot of his remarks. He
spoke as follows:

THE PROCESSION
By Far the Greatest Ever Seen in thes Na.
tional Caplital—-it is Estimated That
+, 000 Men Were

Wa-mizcrox, March 4 —When he first be-
gan the crowd applanded Wwhenever he
paused to take breaih, but after awhile con-
tented itself with cheering him as he made
pointa. His reference 10 the
prohibition of {oreign contract labor called
long continued spplanss, bat
his 21lusion to civil service reform met with
8 faint response. The address was prief,
and st precisely two minules alter 1.0%lock
it corcludad with an invecation of the bless-
ing of Providence, end turning to the Chief
Justice and bowing to him, hesaid: 'l am
now prepared to take the oath prescribed
by law.” As the Chief Justice arose to
administer the oath the vast asseémbly
cheered again. The President-elect stood
facing the Chief Jastice, with the crowd on
his right. Chiel Clertk McKinney, of the
Supreme Court, sto.d just to the side of
Cleveland, and held the Bihle npon which
the oath was administered, the President.
elect also holding it with his right Hand.

President, and then followed Chief Ulerk
McKinney and Senator Sherman, President
Cleveland was then introduced to tEa re-
maining Judees of the BSupreme Court, to
l.ieutenant General Sheridan and General
Hancock.

The other persons on the platform then
pressed forward, and manv of them shook
his hand, As he reentered the (apito! he
wes arain gree €d witn cheers. He walked
to the basement entrance, where he first
came into the bnilning and enterei 4 car-
riege to be driven in the procession tb the
White House.

The two carrisges which contained Presi-
dent Cleveland, ex-President Arthur, Vica
President Hendricks and {he SBenate Com-
mittee of Arrangements took positions in
the trst division, and the line started. ' The
greatést enthusiasta was manifestec all
along the ronte. The crowd on the sidewalks
bad increased s0 that it was impossilile to
pase through 1t. Mapy people were fyreed
out into the roadways, aud the police had all
they could do to keep the avenue opea for
the procession. '

When the head of this line reached F.(-
teenth street a balt was made, and the car-
riage containing the President and ex-Eresi-
dent left the line and proceeded by way
Fxecutive avenue to the White Hbpuse,

which the party entered by a rear door,; The !

Vice President's carrisge proceeded up Fif-

teenih street, nearly to New York avenue, !

tefore leaving the line. Mr.
bowever, foon joined
at the White House, and when
everything was in readiness, ‘' the
entire party proceeded to the reviewing
stand on Pennsylvania avenue, directly in
front of the mansion, and an order was
given for the line to move. The reviewing
stand bad been profusely decorated with
flage and bunting, and prescnted a beantilul
appearance, The President and ex Fresi-
dent were placed on a projecting p'atform,
which was covered with flags 80 a8 to make

view of the processsion. Arm chairs were
piaced upon 1« for their use, but the Frasi-
deni remaived standing during the edntirs
review, Ex-President Arthar sat oa' his
left: Viece President Hendricks and mem-
bers of his household occupied seats to tha
right and just back of the President, while
the families and friends of the President and
ex-I'resident sat in the front row on the
right.

There were s pgreat mauny !adies onithe
stand erd {heir rich costumes added bril lan-
cy 10 the scene, It is estimated there were
on the stand about a thoussnd persons, .

It was ten minutes past 2 o'clock wher the
President, escorted by Colonel Barett, ol the
Inavgnral Committee, took his place at the
front of the stand, and the head of the pro-
cegsion staried from the corner of Fiftaenth
street 1o paes in review, The President’'s ap-
pearance was the rignal for a great shout
from the concourse of people who had gath-
ered in front ci the stand and filled the street
for several hundred yasds both ways. The
President quietly bowed his ackmowladg-
ments i

A good deal of confusion was caused in' the
vicinity of the grand stand vy the edorts of
the police to clear thestreet lor the approach-
idg procession. The work was finally acsom-
p!%-hed. but with great diflicuity, the moant-
ed police ridipz into the dense thronz of
spectatore, and driving them back with their
batons. o

The review from the Presidential sfaad
was & grond sight, and it was the generally
expressed opinion that no more brilliani
psgeant had ever been witnessed in this
country. Al!l the organizations gave : the
warching salute as they passed the grand
stard, and the President recognized the com-
plimen. by raieing bis hat. :

The first division wes composed ot regalar
United States troops and local military’ or-
ganizatiope and presented s fine appesrance
as they passed the stand. The Presidant. sa-
Inted the Chief Marsba'and his aides and
each of the companies, which marcheq in
particnlarly good form. '

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Guard, There wereaboul 7.9 men this
division, and their goed marching and fine
military bearing were praised on all sides.
Govarnor Pattison, of Penneyivania, rode at
the head of the divisioa by the side of ex-
Governor Hartranlt, They wera recognizad
as they neared the reviewing stand and
loudly cheered. The President and Gaver
nor Pattison exchapged saiutes, The Presi-
dent also raized his bat asa token of re.
spect tothe battle torn tiapgs of the Thirteenth
and Eighteenth and several other regiweals
of this duvision.

General lNitzhugh Lee, commanding the
third division, received an owvation f{rom
the crowd in and arounod the President's
stand. He bowed to the President, and the
latter raised his hat in retarn., The FPresi-
dent paid the same compliment to ihe
Sixty-ninth New York Regiment, the
Rochamwbeau Grensdiers and Basch Ziusves,
of 8L Louls, A gap between the Third and
Fourth Divisions gave the surging mass of
hamsanity around the President's staud an
opportunity to close in and agsin obsirac
the line of march. The police not beiug
able to keep the sireet clear, s detachmen'
of regular troops was sent to t heir assistance,
The united eflorts of the soldiers and poiice
only suiliced to n:ake 2 DAITOW passageway
tbhrough the denss ihrovg, and the verious
organizaticns which fsollowed passed in re
view under this disadvar tage.

A large number of colored troops were in-
cluded in the third division, and their sol
dierly bearing and gocd marching eliojtes
much praice from the spectators.

The New Jersev toldiers in their plain uni-

| forms, with red blanketa rolled above their

Enapeacks, also attracted much attention, as
did the Wasbington Infantry, of Pittsburg,
ciad in navy blue, with black shakos. The
Fitth Maryland, aboat 500 strong, io black
helmets and blue suita, who are old favorites
in this city, were warmly welcomed. A
striking uniform of olive green, with black
plumes. which attracted much attention
Evas worn by the Clark Guards, of Augaw
8.

The New York Six'y-ninth Regimeni was
in this division aonout 400 strong, aad its
fine band and excelient ‘uarching fully mel
the expectation which had been raised as to
tke appearance of thisreziment. The Gren-
adiers Rochambean, of New York, were also
well received, The Busch Zouaves, of Bt
Lounia, wore the most elezant uniform of its
kind in the procession. Company C, Bix-
teenth Ohio Nationsl Goards, in showy nor-
form gray, closed this division of the pro-
cession.

The fourth snd last division was composed
entirely of civic orzanizations and was com-
manded by Major Thomss K. Luttrell,

The Jackeon Democratic Associstiou of the
Pistrict of Columbia, carrying rough hickory
clubs, acted as an escort to the New York
organizations.

After them came six Indian braves, in
war paint and feathers, bearing Tammaoy's
unique bsnner. The Tammany men, who
numbered about 1 0G0 earried giiver-headed
sticks at their shoulders and marched nine
abreast. They were icliowed by the Tamma-
py Knickerbcckers in their quaint and an-
cient costnme, carrying long gold-hesied
staves, with which they beat marching
time on the ashphait pavement, [rying
Hall wes represented by abont 1000
gentlemen, all weatinog silk  hats
and spring overcosts. and carrying
canes, Gilmore's immense band heralded
the approsch of the County Democracy long
befo.e they were visible. Fiiteen hundred
men, in light grey overcoris and silk bails,
carrying canes with Cleveland's head
wrougnt in silyer, and wearing purple and
gold badges on the lapsiz of their coats, rey-
resented this brarch of the New York De.
mocracy. The Albanj Phalanx, numbering
eighty men, presented a neat appearance,
clad in brown coats with white beavers, and
carrying silk nombrellne, Kings County De-
mocracy bad about 155 wen in line, dressed
in dark bloe overcoats and carrying
the inevitable cane. The Buffalo Legion,
in dark clothes snd silk hats, brought up
the rear of the first brigade. Im the second
brigade of this division the Bayard Legion,
of Wilmington, Dela, was the first out of
town club, and was foliowed by the Joel
Parker Ciun, of Newark, N. J. The forty
representatives of the Iroquois Cinb and
Coluambus (Ohio) Glee Clab, dressed in gray
snd carrying miniature brooms on the lape!
of their coats. One of the neatest nniforms
in line was that of the Dackworth Club, of
Cincinnati, conesisting of a light cvercoat
and dark trousers high white hats and gold
and fnm le badges, Tuere was not & finer
looking body of men in the procession, and
as they tarned into Filteenth street, march-
ing twelve front, the great crowd cheered
lustily, end the ladies ciapped their hands
and waved their handgerchiefs. The Jaffer.
gon Club, of Cincinnati, followed and made
a most creditable dieplay. They were 1iso
greeted with sapplavse and other demon-
strations of approval.

A colored man, ¢’ad in a sky-blue swallow-
teiled coat and bright red pantaloons, and
wearing on his breast an enormous silver
piate bearirc the name of the organization,
preceded the Jackson Democratic Club, of
Columbus, Ohio, Its eighty members were
drlwsed in gray, and carried canes at a
ssiule,

Matoon overcoats and yelloy kid gloves
distingnished ove handred members of the
Americus Club, of Philad-lphia.

The Samuel J. Randall Association, of
Philadelphis, had about aa equa) number of
men in line, The Mayamensing Legion, of
Philadeiphia, bad seventy-five men in line,
dreseed in brown and red. The Eleventh
Ward Randall Clab, of Philadelphis, bare a
magnificent bauner of biue plush and gaold,
with an excellent portrait of the patron of
the club.

One hundred men represented the Ceatral
Club, of Harrisburg. They wore gray over-
ccate, black hats and red silk badges

The Calumet Club, of Baltimore, presented
sn excellent appearance, with 300 neatly at-
tired men iu line, ]

The Topeka Filambeaux Ciudb also made &
fine appearance.

The Cook County Ciub, of Chicago, turned
out about forty men, in gray overcoats, si. &
bats and badges. This club and the Iroqnois
Clab, of the same city, were received with
marked favor.

Some comment was excited by the appear
ance in the procession of the Blaiue Inaug-
uration Clab, of Maine,

A splendid banner of black and lpld
doated over 500 men representing the Cres-
cent Club, of Baltimore. _

A notable feature of the occasion was the
flag of the cavalry of the District of Coluw-
bis, in which the electoral votes of the
States that furnished Cleveland’s majorities
were represented by horses ons for each
vote, arranged in States by color. They
were followed by the Cloraln':d and Hen-
dricke Clubof Lynchburg, Va and by =
purmber of mounted clubs wearing cilored
seshes. The Jast brizade was composed of
the Veteran Firemen's Association, of New
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
